Ironbound Vs. Garbage Incinerator 


This month marks the anniversary of 
the Newark City Council voting against 
Ironbound residents, voting in favor ofthe 
garbage incinerator. 

The vote took place on April 22, 1985. 
Only East Ward Councilman Martinez 
and Councilwoman At-Large Marie Vil- 
lani voted against the incinerator. Newark 
has 4 At-Large City Council representa- 
tives. The other three - Councilmen At- 
Large Ralph Grant, Sharpe James, and 
Donald Tucker - voted for the incinerator. 

The City Council members had a lot of 
time to learn about the dangers of the 
garbage incinerator. On Oct. 17, 1984, 
more than 100 Ironbound residents 
attended a meeting of the City Council to 
explain why the garbage incinerator was a 
bad idea. On Dec. 17 and 18, 1984, one 
thousand Ironbound residents went to the 
formal hearing held by the New Jersey 
Department of Environmental Protection 
at Essex County College. They spent 7 
hours trying to explain again why the 
incinerator should not be built. On April 
10, 1985, hundreds of Ironbound people 
went to the Newark City Council again 
with the truth about the incinerator. 

During this time, representatives of the 
Ironbound Committee Against Toxic 
Wastes (ICATW) held individual meet- 
ings with many of the City Council 
representatives trying to educate them 
about the problems with garbage incinera- 
tors. Many of them said that they had 
learned a lot and would support the 
Ironbound residents but then changed 


“their vote at the last minute. 


They Should Have Voted NO 


City Council members that: 
1. Garbage incinerators produce a lot 


“of lead pollution. Newark children are 


already exposed to high levels of lead and 
many are suffering from lead poisoning. 
Recent studies have shown that even tiny 
amounts of lead can hurt children's ability 
to learn in school. Lead affects the brain. 

2. The DEP has not measured the 
health risk of the garbage incinerators 
correctly. The state has ignored informa- 
tion about how dangerous dioxin is. They 
have not used the available information 
on how much dioxin will come out of the 
incinerator, which will be much greater 
than they say. They have ignored the 
scientific evidence developed in Europe 
during the last 5 years. 

3. Two countries already have bans 
against building any more garbage 
incinerators. 

4. The state has not investigated the 
companies as they are supposed to do 
under the Disclosure law which was 
passed to prevent organized crime influ- 
ence in the solid waste industry. The 
companies should have been forced to tell 
the DEP about any crimes they or their 
employees have committed. If they have 
not obeyed environmental laws in the 
past, then they shouldn't be allowed 
another chance to pollute. 

5. The air in Ironbound is already 
badly polluted. This means that legally no 
more air pollution should be created in this 
area. The garbage incinerator will be a 
major source of air pollution. Lawyers for 
the Ironbound group are preparing to go to 
Federal Court to force the state to follow 
the law. 

6. No incinerator should be built until 
they know where they will take the toxic 
ash that the incinerator produces. Essex 
County officials have tried for the last 4 
years to find a landfill that would take the 
ash and they have been turned down by 
everyone they've asked. 

No one wants the ash because it will be 


~ contaminated with dioxin and heavy 
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metals like lead. Philadelphia was stopped 
from dumping dioxin contaminated ash at 
the Kinsely landfill in South Jersey. 
Incinerators produce a lot of ash. An 
incinerator in Maine produces 60 pounds 
of ash for every 100 pounds of garbage it 
burns. 

David Hull of the Essex County 
planning department sent a letter to 
County Executive Peter Shapiro saying 
that the county should stop looking for a 
landfill within the county because itv wou g 

to building the in 
rator. 

7. A complete toxic waste clean up 
must be done on the property where they 
want to build the incinerator. State law 
says that before the Newark Housing and 
Redevelopment Authority can sell the land 
to the county, it must be completely 
cleaned up. This would be very expensive 
because the whole site is contaminated 
with toxic chemicals. Newark might have 
to pay millions of dollars for the cleanup. 
The question of who is going to pay for the

cleanup now has the city, the county, and 
the Port Authority fighting among 
themselves. 

8. The incinerator will cause property 
taxes to skyrocket. It owuld cost about 
$500 million to build, and about $100 
million a year to operate.

“We will win in court,” said Vic De Luca, a 
member of ICATW. “During the last 5 years, 
scientists in Europe have discovered the 
health damage caused by garbage incinera- 
tors. We won’t let the government in this 
country ignore this information. We won't let 
them spend hundreds of millions of dollars of 
our tax money on a dangerous idea like this.” 


of Toxic Ash 


Ironbound residents have been telling 
their government officials that building 
garbage incinerators will create new 
problems. The incinerators produce dioxin 
through their smokestacks. The ashes 
which are left after the garbage is burned 
are considered “hazardous” because they 
are so polluted with dioxin and other 
dangerous chemicals. 

Incinerators which are operating now 
are already causing these problems. In 
Philadelphia, which has an incinerator 
that burns garbage, the city has no place 
to take the dangerous ashes. A mountain 
of ashes has piled up next to the 
incinerator. Landfills where Philadelphia 
was putting the ashes do not want them 
anymore because they are too toxic. 
Philadelphia has looked for spots to dump 
the ash as far away as Georgia. Shipping 
the ashes that far will cost taxpayers a lot 
of money. 

The same problem will occur in New 
Jersey, if garbage incinerators are built. 


_ Taxpayers will have to pay the cost of 


getting rid of the toxic ashes, on top of the 
hundreds of millions of dollars it will take 
to build and operate the incinerator. 

A scientist from the Environmental 
Defense Fund in Washington, D.C. said 
that when you burn garbage “you are 
transforming municipal waste (ordinary 
garbage) into hazardous waste” because 
dioxin and other chemicals contaminate 
the ashes. 

In Massachusetts, because of all the 
problems, a statewide citizens group has 
asked the Governor to put a moratorium 
on building any garbage incinerator for 
one year. 

In New Jersey, 4 towns have recently 
decided not to build garbage incinerators. 
Grass Roots Environmental Organi- 
zation, a statewide group, opposes 
garbage incinerators. They support other 
alternatives, like recycling, which are not 
dangerous to peoples’ health. 
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Taxes Going Up?

Newark homeowners and tenants are 
again faced with the property revaluation 
issue. The moratorium which had preven- 
ted the revaluation will run out at the end 
of this year. (Moratorium is the legal 
word used to mean a delay). 

When the revaluation takes place, the 
assessed value of homes and apartment 
buildings will go up dramatically. The tax 
rate will go down, but the taxes paid on 
residences will greatly increase. 

This will cause hardships both for 
homeowners who will have to pay the 
increased taxes directly, and also for 
tenants who will be faced with large rent 
increases to pay their landlord’s tax bills. 
(In Newark, landlords are allowed to 
increase their tenant’s rents to pay for 
property tax increases). 

Some Newark City Councilmen, who 
fought against the revaluation a few years 
ago, are now claiming that there’s nothing 
wrong with the huge tax increases that 
will occur. 

When the revaluation first became an 
issue about 10 years ago, people were 
upset. The State legislature passed a 
moratorium which prevented the revalua- 
tion from taking place. But now the 
legislature is saying no more moratoriums. 
It will take at least 2 years before the tax 
increases occur. 

Studies done throughout the nation 
show that when a revaluation takes place 
in a city like Newark, the taxes on 
industrial and commercial property go 
down, and the taxes on homes and 
In hearings before the New Jersey Tax 
Jersey City Assessor said, “Revaluation 
causes a major tax shift to residential from 
business properties.” Thomas Banker, the 
Newark Business Administrator said, 
“revaluation would increase residential 
taxes and decrease commercials.” Studies 
done by David Gaskell, the Executive 
Director of the NY State Board of 
Equalization, “show that the home- 
owner always pays more.” 

One reason that revaluation causes tax 
increases for residential property is that 
commercial and industrial properties get 
assessed too low. When a home is assessed, 
you can check to see if the assessment is 
accurate by looking at the price similar 
homes have recently sold for. According to 
the president of a company that performs 
revaluations, this is not true for industrial 
and commercial properties. For example, 
large office buildings in Newark are not 
sold very often, so there are no recent sales 
that an assessment on an office building 
can be compared with. The people who do 
the revaluation usually estimate the value 
of an office building by looking at how 
much money the building made in rents. 
The problem with this approach, accor- 
ding to Robert Rubinstein of the Realty 
Appraisers, “is inadequate information.” 
It is difficult to get the truth because the 
information about how much money the 
building makes is provided by the owners 
of the building, and it is clearly in their 
self-interest to report that the building 
made less money and therefore should pay 
lower taxes. 

In addition, big corporations often 
appeal their assessments. They hire the 
best attorney money can buy. The local 
assessor often cannot fight these high- 
priced lawyers during the appeal process, 
and so the corporations get their taxes 
reduced, and everyone else has to pay 
more. 

Currently, Newark homeowners pay 
about $35 million in city taxes. This could

rise to about $65 million after the 
revaluation. Some homeowners would face 
increases of $5-10,000 per year in city 
property taxes. Most other homeowners 
would face increases of $1-5000 per year in 
taxes. People in Ironbound would get hit 
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Stopping the Tax Increase 


In other states, when homeowners have 
faced big increases in txes they have 
organized and gotten changes in the tax 
laws that lowered their taxes. 

One solution is “tax classification”. This 
would create new tax rates for homes, 
factories, and office buildings, so that after 
revaluation, the amount of taxes paid by 
each of the different classes of property 
would remain the same. This would stop 
the increase in taxes for homeowners and 
the decrease in taxes on factories and 
office buildings that would occur other- 
wise, The large corporations do not want a 
tax classification system, because it 
would benefit homeowners and tenants. 

Another solution is called a circuit 
breaker. With this system, there would be 
a limit on the amount of property taxes a 
personw ould pay (including tenants who 
pay property taxes in their rents) based on 
how much money the person makes. A 
person with a low or middle income would 
pay less taxes, a personw ith a high 
income would pay more. 

Because revaluation would cause econo- 
mic chaos and anger so many people, the 
New Jersey Tax Study Commission was 
set up by Governor Kean. So far, they have 
avoided talking about any real solution to 
revaluation and instead have been 
studying a revaluation phase-in. This 
would mean that the huge tax increases on 
homes and apartments would be divided 
up over a 4 or 5 year period. Each year the 
taxes would rise. After 5 years, the whole 
huge increase would be felt by home- 
owners and tenants. Many of the large 
corporations would like to see a phase-in 
rather than a real solution to the 
revaluation problem. 

The property tax situation in Newark 
has been bad for a long time. The Port 
Authority does not pay taxes on the land 
they control. Instead, they pay a small fee 
to Newark for the use of the land. This 
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costs Newark taxpayers about $100 
million a year. This money subsidizes the _ 
airlines and their passengers throughout 
the region. In addition, dozens of corpora- 
tions have tax abatements on their 
property in Newark. This means that they - 
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$40 million per year. This money goes to 
subsidize the largest insurance company 
in the country, Blue Cross, N.J. Bell, 
Western Union, PSE&G, N.J. Transit, 3 
chemical companies, 3 metal smelters, and 
3 trucking companies. 

According to Mary Mastro, Tax Asse- 
ssor in West Milford, “The ratable base 
shrinks in these (urban) cities every time a 
new abatement is granted or exemption 
given.” The other property owners “are 
economically trapped...(there are) over 200 
types of properties exempt from property 
taxation. In addition, if every property 
were to pay the local portion of the tax rate 
for local services provided, it would reduce 
the effective tax rate in these municipali- 
ties, thereby benefitting the whole com- 
munity by positively aiding the communi- 
ty’s economic recovery. This is a much 
more attractive alternative than the older 
concept of special property abatements to 
try to foster the same result.” 

If Newark homeowners and tenants 
organize, they can stop the huge tax 
increases due to the revaluation. People in 
other states have done it before.

Sister Carla Barr, who wrote this letter, 
has visited countries in Central America 
several times in recent years. 


Dear Editor, 

On Thursday, March 20, Trenton was 
the scene of many witnesses testifying in 
front of a Blue Ribbon Panel regarding the 
situation in Central America. I had been 
invited to be one of those witnesses. It was 
an opportunity for me to remember my 
experiences in countries I love. Therefore I 
shall be a little biased in this letter, but 
hopefully biased on the side of peace, for 
that is my main bias at this point. 

Let me share with you how I remember a 
few of my experiences with friends I 
visited in July 1984 and January 1985. 

In Costa Rica, the faces of the people, 
men and women pleading that we talk to 
our government and tell them please not to 
send money for weapons or, worse yet, the 
weapons themselves because they wanted 
to remain the peaceful country they are 
and had been for generations. 

In Nicaragua, I visited overnight with a 
dear friend in Esteli. She was caring for a 
little boy, six years old. The look in his 
eyes as he spotted President Reagan on the 
small black and white television. The 
sound of his voice when he said to me, 
“That's Mr. Reagan. Why does he send 
guns to Nicaragua?” 

In Guatemala, I remember my reaction 
to the sign outside that small mountain 
town next to an army barracks. “Thanks 
to the men of this town and the army, we 
have conquered Communism.” I realized 
Communism had been wiped out by killing 
most of the men in that town, leaving 1200 
widows and thousands of children who 
will never know a father’s love and care. 


Rave an even mera na I see our 
country relentlessly and ruthlessly pur- 
suing that same goal - to wipe out 
Communism, to wipe out anything that 
has a label that we cannot handle as 
Americans. I see my country in the name 
of democracy building missile sites in the 
Caribbean. Isn’t there a more peaceful way 
to negotiate? I see my country in the name 
of democracy sending helicopters to 
Honduras to transport soldiers, sending 
$20,000,000 to fight a war that I am not 
sure would exist without our money. I hear 
our President accusing me and anyone else 
who might oppose his $100,000,000 aid to 
the contras in Nicaragua of being 
Communists, unloyal to our country. 

It is only because I believe in America, 
my country, and I believe in democrary as 
a way of life that I have the nerve to speak 
out. Much has been stated in the press, and 
much is left unsaid. If one reads closely 
one article states there has been an 
invasion into Honduras by the Nicara- 
guan army. Another article states no 
invasion occurred. This is just an example 
to show that there are two sides to every 
story. 

However, more than presenting one side, 
I hope I present peace and a peacdful 
manner of negotiation. Why don’t we try to 
use the Contadora group as moderators? 
Why don’t we accept Nicaragua’s request 
for the Contadora group to form a 
boundary peace-keeping teams? Why don’t 
we attempt to see if Gorbachev is sincere in 
“his request for no more nuclear tests and a 
decrease in nuclear weapons? How has our 
government encouraged peace in the last 
year? I do not want to see us continue in 
the role of Goliath against David. 

Why not give peace a chance? Why not 
invest our good tax money in the forces of 
peace and prosperity both at home and 
abroad. Leaders of government, is anyone 
listening?

Mr. Smith reminded the Council mem- 
bers that in the 1982, they had all 
promised better recreational opportunities 
in the City, but “four years later we still 
have many of our recreational facilities 
closed down.” e 

The Committee To Open The Wilson 
Ave. Pool has been working to get the Pool 
open since 1979 when it was closed along 
with several other recreational facilities in 
the City. Because of the Committee’s work, 
money was put in the budget to fix the 
Pool, and City officials had promised it 
would be fixed, but no work was ever done. 

“Now the people who promised us for 
years that the Wilson Ave. Pool would be 
fixed up are promising us another pool will 
be built,” said Mr. De Luca. “Meanwhile 
our Pool has been sold at a time when we 
desperately need more recreational facili- 
ties and programs for young people in our 
neighborhoods.”

1983, 20,000 containers of explosives and 
deadly poisons were found in the building 
after a fire. The chemicals were stored 
there illegally. They were a time bomb that 
could have destroyed the surrounding 
homes, schools, businesses and churches. 

Fire Inspector Salimbene, who also 
spoke at the meeting, said that the Fire 
Department was involved in the fight to 
clean up the warehouse because fires like 
the one that happened there are very 
dangerous to firefighters. Firemen did not 
know what was stored in the building, and 
were in danger from poisonous smoke and 
explosion. Inspector Salimbene empha- 
sized that many chemical dumps never get 
totally cleaned up. Because of community 


involvement, the Thomas St. warehouse 


was. 


Win Big 
Victory! 


The Farmworkers Labor Organizing 
Committee (FLOC) won a big victory in its 
fight for better wages and working 
conditions for migrant farm workers. 

On Feb. 19, Campbell’s Soup Company 
signed an agreement with the farm- 
workers.

Another 
Vietnam in 
Nicaragua? 


Jan Barry is a Vietnam veteran. He 
served in Vietnam in 1962 and 1963, and 
then enrolled in West Point. He was 
honorably discharged in 1965. He was one 
of the founders of the Vietnam Veterans 
Against the War, and was president of 
that organization from 1967 to 1971. He is 
now Director of the Essex County Office 
for Peace. Mr. Barry recently spoke at 
Rutgers University about his experiences. 
Here are some of his comments: 


Vietnam and Nicaragua are very 
similar. In Nicaragua, the United States 
government created a dictator called 
Somoza. In Vietnam, the U.S. government 
created a dictator called Diem. We forget 
that people have many reasons for not 
wanting to live under a dictatorship, and 
so the dictators get overthrown by the 
people. 

There were many problems in Vietnam 
that the dictatorship was doing nothing 
about. They had bubonic plague there and 
the government had no health program to 
deal with it. That’s how bad it was. 

The United States has a long history of 
military intervention. If the country 
doesn’t have the government we want, we 
send the military in. We did it in the 
Phillipines in the 1900’s. We did it in 
Vietnam. In Nicaragua, we sent the 
Marines in and they occupied the country 
from 1912 to 1982. Now Reagan wants to 
do it again. 

In the 1900’s this was called imperialism 
and these countries were our colonies. 
~By~ 1983, the 
was so rotten from lack of popular support 
that it would have collapsed easily if it 
weren't for U.S. government support. 
While I was there, there were huge non- 
violent demonstrations against the dicta- 
torship by thousands of people, like those 
that recently took place in the Phillipines. 
Our government's response was to say all 
those people were “communists”. The U.S. 
government was telling those people that 
freedom was good for citizens of the 
United States, but not for them. 

During that time, everything the U.S. 
government was doing in Vietnam was 
kept secret from the American public. In 
1962, planes were spraying Agent Orange 
(contaminated with dioxin) on Vietnam. 
Their orders were kept completely secret. 
There were no safety precautions taken by 
those of us in the army who were spraying 
those chemicals. Even now, after the 
chemicals have been withdrawn from the 
market, the Army tells veterans they have 
no health problems and no effects from 
Agent Orange. (One of the places Agent 
Orange was manufactured was in the 
Ironbound section of Newark). 

The United States government is very 
good at provoking wars. The government 
had Special Forces operating in Vietnam 
who got most of their orders from the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) The 
U.S. government sent troops into Cambo- 
dia and Laos to provoke a war. In 1964, the 
U.S. government claimed Vietnamese 
people in rowboats attacked large well- 
armed ships in the U.S. fleet in the Gulf of 
Tonkin. Later it became known that these 
attacks never happened. It was part of a 
misinformation campaign designed to 
make the American people believe some- 
thing that wasn't true. 

The U.S. government kept telling us that 
what they were doing was right, but if it 
was right, why was it kept such a secret 
from the American people? 

Large areas of Vietnam (the size of 
Sussex County) were declared “free fire”

Eco-Justice Sermon 


The following article is part of a sermon 
prepared by Rev. Lin Powell, pastor of 
Trinity Reformed Church and Wolff 
Memorial Presbyterian Church, as part of 
Eco-Justice Sabbath. 


We are responsible for this garden called 

Earth. We are God's caretakers; we are not 
-God. We are called to act-on his behalf. 

Environmental decisions which are 
made in one time and place very much 
affect not only us, but also other people in 
other places and times. How can we as 
people of faith understand the meaning of 
justice in this situation? 

For Christians, this responsibility to be 
obedient to God's call to stewardship of the 
earth takes on a new and profound 
significance in a world that is increasingly 
poisoning, constricting and choking itself 


into a fitful oblivion - death. The scars of 
yesterday’s environmental degradation 
are fast becoming the open wounds - 
mortal wounds - of today and tomorrow. 

Today, the problem brought on by 
savage environmental abuse are exacerba- 
ted by the fact that larger and larger 
portions of land are coming under the 


called free market in land, sea, even air 
transaction is a rigged market in which 
only those who have can get more. At its 
roots, this is a question of power: who 
exercises authority over the earth? 

God’s word on this is clear: God owns, 
we tend. The powerless and the landless 
have often been one and the same peoples. 
God has manifested partiality to both, but 
the church has been slow to reflect God’s 
bias. Perhaps the church is awakening. 


zones. This meant you shot anybody. The 
guerillas couldn’t be found, so U.S. planes 
bombed villages and rice paddies. The 
truth there was that people there did not 
bother us unless we bothered them. We 
saw one situation in Vietnam, but govern- 
ment officials in Washington D.C. were 
saying the exact opposite. 

Anybody who spoke the truth about 
what was really going on in Vietnam 
suffered. All the big liars got good jobs and 
were doing well. But the ordinary soldiers 
who spoke out about what they had seen 
were indicted on fabricated charges and 
their lives were ruined. Many others say 
they knew it was wrong but they didn’t 
want to risk their careers by speaking out. 

Yet the U.S. government still tells our 
young people who have no jobs that the 
solution is to join the Army, and that they 
will get job training there. You do not get 
job training for the real world. Veterans 
have no use knowing how to operate a 
machine gun here in Newark. If you 
survive with a skill you can use later, it is 
totally a matter of luck. 

It is even more difficult to find out what 
is really going on in places like Vietnam 
and Nicaragua, because reporters who 
cover these stories know absolutely 
knothing about the history of the country 
or the issue involved. They have no 
background and no experience. 

When we elect people to office we assume 
that makes them experts. But they’re not. 
Many of them know less than we do about 


the decisions they are making. Citizens 
groups are really the ones who identify 
problems, who do the research, and who 
suggest alternatives. Then when everyone 
agrees, the politicians run in and take the 
credit. 

The only way to change things is by 
organizing on a local, regional and 
national level. When I was young, I never 
learned that I could organize to change 
something I didn’t like. In those days 
everybody said you can’t fight City Hall. 

But in 1963, hundreds of thousands of 
people demonstrated with Martin Luther 
King in Washington, D.C.. The civil rights 
movement succeeded in the south because 
lots of people risked their lives and didn’t 
give up. 

The environmental movement was 
created by citizens. These citizens cam- 
paigns are tremendously important. But 
you'll never find them in the textbooks and 
history books you study in school. 
Sometimes your best education is actually 
getting involved in something. 

The peace movement has tremendous 
power. The polls show that most of the 
American people do not agree with what 
Reagan is doing in Nicaragua. We need to 
put more restrictions on our government so 
they won’t be able to act in this outrageous 
way. Otherwise, we'll keep wondering 
where will the United States government 
provoke a war next.

No dia 17 de Dezembro do mesmo 
ano cerca de 1000 pessoas residentes no 
Ironbound foram a uma audiência publica 
apresentada pelo Departamento de Protec- 
ção Ambiental (DEP) de N.J. Eles 
passaram 7 horas a explicar porqué o 
incinerador náo deveria ser construído. No 
dia 10 de Abril de 1985 centenas de 
residentes do Ironbound foram novamente 
a reuniáo do Conselho Municipal. Durante 
este periodo de tempo O Comité Contra 
Residuos Tóxicos (ICATW) reuniu-se 
individualmente com alguns dos verea- 
dores numa tentativa de os informar sobre 
os perigos que iriam advir do incinerador.

Nós mantivemo-nos firmes atravéz de 
demonstrações nas ruas. O perigo de fogos 
e explosões já não existe.

O portavóz era Joe Nardone, um 
membro do Comité dos Residentes da 
Area de Thomas St. O senhor Nardone 
falou numa reunião do PTA (Associação 
de Pais e Professores) da escola de South 
Street no dia 26 de Março. 

Muitos residentes desta área trabalha- 
ram ardúamente durante dois anos e meio 
para limparem os químicos do armazém 
situado no 140 Thomas St. Em Abril de 
1983, 20,000 recipientes de explosivos e 
venénos mortais foram encontrados neste 
edifício após um fogo. Os químicos 
estavam ali guardados ilegalmente. 
Juntos, eram uma bomba relógio que 
poderia ter destruido as casas, escolas, 
establecimentos e igrejas dos arredores. 

O senhor Salimbene, inspector de fogo, 
que tambem falou na reunião, disse que 
departamento de fogo também estava 
envolvido na luta prá limpeza do armazém 
porque fogos como aquele que aconteceu 
alí eram muíto perigosos para os bom- 
beiros. O inspector sublinhou que muitas 
lixeiras de químicos nunca são totalmente 


“limpas. Mas devido á participação da 


comunidade, o armazém do Thomas St. foi! 

Nessa reunião, certificados de aprecia- 
ção foram oferecidos a pessoas da área que 
contribuiram muito tempo e energia para 
esta limpeza: Joe Nardone, Beauty 
Webster, e Beatrice Speziale. Certificados 
também foram entregues aos adevogados 
que trabalharam no caso: Nancy Kehayes, 
Sharon Treat, Michael Gordon, e o ‘Office 
of the Public Advocate Division of Public 
Interest Advocacy’ (Escritório de Advoga- 
cia Publica e de Intereses Publicos). Um 
certificado foi também atribuido a Vic De 
Luca, pelo programa televisivo para cabo,

historia publica. Outro certificado foi 
apresentado ao Senhor Roger Watson, 
director da escola de South Street que 
participou atravéz de muitas maneiras na 
luta da limpeza do armazém.

Uma vez mais, donos de prédios e 
inquilinos na cidade de Newark encaram a 
questão da reavaliação de propriedades. O 
compasso de espera que tem impedido tal 
reavaliação terminará no fim do corrente 
ano. 

Quando a reavaliação se realizar, o valor 
dos prédios de habitação e outros imóveis 
subirá dramaticamente. A percentagem do 
valor do imposto predial diminuirá, mas as 
contribuições prediais aumentarão consi- 
deravelmente. 

Isto fará com que os donos tenham de 
pagar maiores impostos prediais e conse- 
quentemente o .aumento terá de ser 
suportado pelos inquilinos do prédio. (Em 
Newark, os donos dos prédios podem 
aumentar as rendas para pagarem impos- 
tos prediais mais altos). 

Alguns dos vereadores municipais que 
lutaram contra a reavaliação há uns anos 
atrás, dizem que nada está errado com o 
aumento das contribuições prediais. 

Quando a questão da reavaliação 
primeiro surgui há cerca de 10 anos, muita 
gente ficou perturbada. Então, a Legisla- 
tura do Estado aprovou um moratorium 
que impediu que a reavaliação se efec- 
tuasse. Mas agora a Legislatura não vai 
considerar mais esperas. Porém, o aumen- 
to dos impostos prediais só se verificará 
dentro de dois anos. 

Estudos feitos através do país demon- 
stram que, quando há reavaliação numa 
baixam, enquanto que as contribuições 
dos prédios de habitação aumentam. 

A razão é que os edifícios comerciais e 
industriais são reavaliados por menos 
valor, enquanto que os edifícios de 
habitação sofrem uma valorização apre- 
ciável. Quando o seu prédio for reavaliado, 
poderá verificar se tal reavaliação está 
correcta, comparando com o valor de outros 
prédios que hajam sido vendidos recente- 
mente na área. É claro que isto não se 
aplica para a chamada propriedade 
comercial. Em Newark, por exemplo, 
grandes edifícios comerciais não são 
frequentemente vendidos, pelo que a 
comparação será dificil. Normalmente, 
para este caso, a reavaliação é calculada 
no valor rentável do edifício. Se a 
informação dada sobre as rendas não for 
correcta, a reavaliação também não será 
autêntica. O dono pode sempre indicar um 
menor valor de rendas recebidas. Além 
disso, as grandes corporações normal- 
mente recorrem a advogados para contes- 
tar a lei. E se ganham o caso quem perde é 
o pequeno proprietário que terá de pagar 
pela diferença. 

Actualmente, atinge cerca de 35 milhões 
de dólares o montante recebido em 
contribuições prediais pela cidade de 
Newark. Com a reavaliação, essa impor- 
tância poderá subir para 65 milhões de 
dólares. Alguns proprietários poderão ver 
as contribuições aumentar de 5 a 10 mil 
dólares por ano; outros, de mil a cinco mil 
dólares. Os residentes do Ironbound 
sofrerão os maiores aumentos. 

Em outros estados, quando os donos de 
prédios correm o risco de verem aumenta- 
das as suas contribuições prediais, 
organizam-se a têm conseguido com que a 
Legislatura diminua os seus impostos. 
Uma solução seria classificação de 
impostos. Istos criaria diferentes percen- 
tagens para prédios, fábricas e escritórios 
de forma a que, após a reavaliação, todos 
pagassem de maneira idêntica.

Os Estados Unidos ao longo da história 
teem enviado tropas e dado milhões de 
dollars para manter ditadores em varios 
países da America Central. A vontade que 
o Presidente Reagan tem de dar milhões 
aos antigos guardas do ditador Somoza é o 
exemplo mais recente. Esta política tem 
como resultado a morte de milhares de 
pessoas na Guatemala, S. Salvador, e 
outros países. Milhares de pessoas abando- 
naram as suas casas e fugiram para outros 
países incluindo os E.U. O governo dos 
E.U. tem recusado a estadia a estes 
refugiados. Mas muitas pessoas e muitas 
igrejas continuam a ajudar o povo da 
America Central. 

Uma destas pessoas é a irmá Darlene 
Nicgorski que falou na Igreja de S. 
casimiro em Montclair no dia 9 de Março. 
O programa foi organizado pela Arquio- 
dicese de Newark. 

Durante o ano de 1980 a Irmã Darlene 
passou algum tempo na Guatemala, 
trabalhando para ajudar a alimentar e a 
ciudar de crianças. Estava lá há seis meses 
quando o pastor da paroquia foi baleado e 
morto pela tropa. A irmã Darlene e outras 
freiras foram avisadas que lhes acontece- 
ria o mesmo. Tiveram que deixar o pais. 

A irmã Darlene então veio para o sul do 
Mexico e comecou a trabalhar entre 45.000 
cidadãos da Guatemala para ali vindos a 
ir do exercito. Ela gravou muitas 


itos dos seus familiares foram mortos 


Guatemala. 

Quando a irmá Darlene que se encontra- 
va de visita a seus pais em Arizona 
adoeceu pelo que não pode regressar. 
“Comecei a ficar agonia da porque o que eu 
lia nos jornais não era o que se passava na 
Guatemala.” A irmá Darlene descobriu 
gente de Guatemala a viver naquela área. 
Um grupo de 15 pessoas encontrava-se a 
viver num quarto dum motel. Outros 
estavam a viver no deserto. 

A irmá Darlene começou por ajudar a 
angariar comida e arranjar pousada para 
aquela gente. Ela teve conhecimento do 
“movimento dos sanctuários.” Muitas 
igrejas nos E.U. oferecendo-se para ajudar 
o povo da América Central a e encontrar 
lugares seguros onde pudessem perma- 
necer. 

“O que eu estava a fazer era por em 
práctica o evangelho,” disse a irmã 
Darlene.” Então averiguei que o que eu 
estava a fazer era ilegal.” A irmã Darlene e 
mais 11 pessoas foram acusadas de serem 
passadoras de clandestinos que traziam 
para os E.U. e levadas a tribunal. 

“A razão por que fomos processadas não 
foi por estarmos a ajudar refugiados,” 
disse a irmã Darlene. “Fomos levadas a 
tribunal por estarmos a falar contra a 
politica do governo dos E.U. respeitante à 
America Central, e o governo pensou que 
assim parava as outras pessoas e igrejas 
de se manifestarem.” 

Os E.U. teem recusado o aceitar 
cidadãos da Guatemala, S. Salvador, e 
outras nações da America Central. Não 
querem admitir que os governos apoiados 
pelos E.U. estão a matar milhares de 
pessoas incluíndo todos aqueles que como 
a irmã Darlene estão trabalhando para

“Fomos acusados como criminosos por 
ajudar as pessoas a salvar as suas vidas,” 
disse a irmã Darlene. “Mas ninguem fala 
do crime de lançar centenas de bombas em 
cidades pequenas e povo inocente e na 
morte de 75.000 pessoas em 5 anos.” 

Jose Azar, um advogado pela imigração 
que tambem falou no programa, disse que 
existem na área de Newark, 100.000 
refugiados de S. Salvador. “Vivem com 
medo de serem forçados a voltar. Sei de 
pessoas com ossos partidos que não vão ao 
médico porque teem medo. Temos que 
convencer o nosso governo a não armar 
governos que matam gente. Temos que o 
convencer que as pessoas que fogem de 
quem as mata teem o direito de estar aqui.” 

O Sr. Azar discutiu as eleições que 
tomaram lugar em S. Salvador e outros 
países da America Central com apoio dos 
E.U. “Quanto mais cuidadosamente olhas 
para os factos nestas eleições, menos 
democráticas elas parecem,” disse ele. 
Contou ele que nas últimas eleições em S. 
Salvador o povo foi forçado a votar, que 
aqueles que não votavam eram considera- 
dos “subversivos” e arriscavam tortura 
física ou pior. 

“Os paises da America Central precisam 
da tua ajuda mas não precisam de armas,” 
disse Ramon Flores, um refugiado de S. 
Salvador cuja familia está a viver na 
capela de S. Miguel em Piscataway. “As 
armas matam. As armas náo param a 
fome.” 

Bill Ford, cuja irmá Ita Ford foi 
assassinada em S. Salvador por trabalhar 
com os pobres, pediu a todos os presentes 
para protestarem contra o apoio dado 
pelos E.U. aos governos da America 
Centarl que estão a matar milhares de 
pessoas com o dinheiro das nossas taxas.

17 
y 18, 1984, mil residentes de Ironbound 
fueron a unas vistas publicas por el 
Departamente de Proteccién del Ambien- 
tal (DEP) del estado de New Jersey. Ellos 
tuvieron 7 horas explicando porque el 
incinerador no podia ser construido. En 
Abril 10, 1985, cientos de personas del area 
de Ironbound volvieron otra vez al Newark 
City Council con la verdad acerca del 
incinerador. 

Durante este periodo, representantes del 
Comité de Ironbound en Contra de los 
Desperdicios Tóxicos (ICATW) tuvieron 
algunas reuniones individuales con 
algunos de los representantes del City 
Council, tratando de educarlos a ellos 
acerca de los problemas con incineradores 
de desperdicios. Algunos de ellos dijeron 
que habian aprendido bastante y que 
respaldarian a los residentes de Ironbound 
pero luego cambiaron de idea a ultima 
hora. 

Los residentes de Ironbound explicaron 
esto: 

1) Incineradores de basura producen 
mucho aire contaminado.

Inquilinos y duefios de casa en Newark 
estan enfrentandose al tema de re- 
valuación de propiedad. La moratoria la 
cual he impedido la revaluación va a 
acabarse a fines de este año. (Moratoria es 
la palabra legal usada que quiere decir 
retraso). 

Cuando la revaluación coge lugar, el 
valor de la casas y los edificios de 
apartamentos sube dramaticamente. El 
precio de impuesto va a bajar, pero los 
impuestos pagados en residencias subirán 
grandemente. 

Esto va a causar penalidad para ambos, 
al dueño quien tiene que pagar el aumento 
de impuestos directamente, y los inquili- 
nos tienen que enfrentarse al alto aumento 
de renta para pagar las cuentas de 
impuestos del dueño de casa. (En Newark, 
los dueños estan permitidos a aumentar la 
renta de los inquilinos para pagar los 
aumentos de impuestos de sus propieda- 
des).

Porque revaluación podria causar un 
caos económico y de cólera a muchas 
personas, la Comisión de Estudios de 
Impuestos de New Jersey fué organizado 
por el Governador Kean. Hastá ahora, 
ellos han evitado hablar sobre cualquier 
solución real de revaluación, en cambio 
han estado estudiando “llevar acabo una 
revaluación.” Esto quisiera decir que el 
enorme aumento de impuestos en casas y 
apartamentos seria dividido a un periodo 
de 4 a 5 años. Cada año los impuestos 
pudieran subir. Después de 5 años, el gran 
aumento podria afectar los inquilinos y 
dueños de casa. Muchas de las grandes 
corporaciones le gustaría vez una etapa en 
proceso en vez de una solución real al 
problema. 

La situación de impuestos por propiedad 
en Newark ha sido mala por mucho 
tiempo. La Autoridad de Puertos no paga 
impuestos por la tierra que controla. En 
cambio ellos pagan una pequeña cuota a 
Newark por el uso de la tierra. Por causa de 
esto los pagadores de impuestos de 
Newark pierden sobre $100 millón al año. 
Este dinero va encambio hacia las lineas 
aereas y sus pasajeros a traves de la 
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región. En adición, dozenas de corpora- 
ciones tienen moderados impuestos en sus 
propiedades en Newark. Esto quiere decir 
que ellos pagan cerca de 1/6 de los 
impuestos que debian pagar. Esto le cuesta 
a los pagadores de impuestos de Newark 
alrededor de 40 millones por año. Este 
dinero va a ayudar a Prudential, la
